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THE GRANT RETIREMENT BILL, 

It Fa ils to Secure the Necessary Two-third 
Vote. 
Wasnineton, February 16.—The house met 
at 10 o’clock in continuance of Friday’s session 
and imimediately .went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Blount in the chair, on the legisla- 
tive appropriation bil]. Considerable progress 
was made in the reading of the bill, and at 
10:55 the committee rose, the house adjourned, 
andat 11 o’clock the.session of Monday be- 
gan. 

On motion of Mr. Forney, of Alabama, the 
senate amendments to the army fppropriation 
bill were non-concurred in. Messrs. Forney, 
Townshend and Keifer were appointed con- 
jerees. Messrs. Pryor, Hill and Keifer were 
appointed conferees on the senate bill for the 
protection ofthe Yellowstone National] park. 

THE GRANT RETIREMENT BILL. 

Mr. Slocum, of New York, under instruc- 
tions from the military committee, moved to 
Suspend the rules and pass the senate bill for 
the retirement of General Grant. This is the 
first bill passed by the senate, and especially 
names the officer to be retired. 

Mr. Horr, of Michigan, and Mr. Warner of 
Ohio, demanded a second. The motion to sus- 
pend the rules was seconded—11() to 72. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Slocum 
Biated that this bill proposed to place Genera! 
Grant in the same position which he would 
have occ upied had he not, in accordance with 
the will of the people of the country, accepted 
the office of chief magistrate. In form and in 
language, this bill was precisely like all bills 
passed for purposes of this kind. It had of- 
ten been said that much had been done for 
General Grant, but nothing had been done for 
him by the United States government beyond 
paying him his salaries, to which he was en- 
titied by law. It was true patriotic citizens 
had contributed to his support. It 
has been the custom of the English 
government, from time immemorial, to honor 
with high offices her military heroes, and 
while he did not commend to our country the 
example set by England, he did not think that 
when a man had pertormed such services for 
hiscountry as Grant hed, it was right and 
proper that in his old age he sheuld not be left 
© grapple with poverty. Grant had not been 
free from mistakes in his career, either as a 
foldier or civilian, butin a few years his late 
“@paignin Wall street would be forgotten, 
*itoughtto be, andthe campaign which 
Would be remembered was the campaign from 


the bill on the ground that it was drawn for 
the very purpose of preventing Grant being 
put on the retired list. 

Mr. Slocum suggested that the bill had been 
drawn by Senator Edmunds. 

Mr. Horr replied that when Senator Ed- 
monds had learned that the bill was subject 
to objections which, the president consci- 
entionsly held, he had drawn another bill 
which obviated those difficulties. That bill 
had passed the senate and the house commit- 
tee on military affairs had refused to substi- 
tute it for the pending bill. He had passed 
two years of his life standing by Grant, who 
bad been villified in this nation as no other 
man ever was, who breathed the,breath of lite. 
Now an attempt was made to force the mem- 
bers into a false position, to force them to vote 
for a bill purposely, (he said it designedly) 
brought in here to put the executive of the 
pation into a tight place. It the second Ed- 
munds bill was substituted it would 
be passed unanimously. Let not 
the house try to cast stones 
before the people when they were demanding 
bread. 

Mr. Thomas, of I]lnois, opposed the bill in 
its present ehape, and expected to vote agaiust 
it. He believed it was a trap to catch repub- 
lican votes, and put the president in a tight 
place. The president could not sign this bill, 
and the democrats knew that fact. No man 
would go further than he to aid Grant in the 
day of his distress, but he wouldn’t allow 
himself to be placed in a false position. 

ROSECRANS GROWS WEARY. 

Mr. Rosecrans, of California, regarded the 
bill as a plain proposition to. reward Grant for 
distinguished military services, and it was his 
duty to say that he could’t vote for it. It was not 
his intention to reeount any historical reasons 
why he thought Grant’s reputation had been 
exaggerated end misrepresented, and when 
history comes to be written it would be pared 
down to very different dimensions. He didn’t 
propose to go into that. It had been the inter- 
est of a great political party to make Grant's 
eervices appear as large as possible, for he was 
their servant. ‘irant himself, had prepared 
the first two volumes of Badeau’s life of 
Grant, upon which the students of 
history had placed the stamps of untrustworth- 
iness. The public had been told that Rose- 
crans would not vote for the Grant bill be- 
cause of perronal ill will. He did not think 
any of his colleagues would believe he was 
capable of descending to the depth of being 
governed in public duty by personal dislikes. 
He did not oppose the passage of this bill on 
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Mr. Cox, of New \ rk, in @ mi U 
eulogized the services of Grant a 
the bill. 

Mr. Randall favored the meazure hee 
believed 7 it to be aright proceedure.

Mr. Bayne regretted that there were array- 
ed against the bill the prejudices of some of 
the men he had conquered, the personal in- 
juries felt by certain persons, and the political 
resentment uf some republicans. 

This bill was not saying to the president 
“You shall,’ but “You may.’ It was in a 
form which had been used since the founda- 
tion of the ‘government, and the present presi- 
dent bad signed three bills similar in their 
character. The debate then closed. 

THE VOTE TAKEN. 

At the conclusion of thirty minutes debate 
the motion tosuspend the rules and pass the 
Grant retirement bill was lost—yeas 158, nays 
103, not the requisite two-thirds. 

The negative vote was, cast by democrats 
who were opposed to General Grant’s retire- 
mént, reinforced by a number of republicans, 
who, though in favor of the purport of the 
bill, were epposed to its form, believing that 
it would place the president under the neces- 
sity of vetoing the measure, of which he 
strongly approved. 

AS TO THE MAILS. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, from the com- 
mittee on postoifices and post roads, moved to 
suspend the rules and passa bill to regulate 
the letting of mail contracts.

The Trip of Voorhees and Cobb in the Ia-

WasHIneton, February 16.—Senator Voor- 
hees and Congressman Cobb have returned 
from their visit tothe president-elect Al- 
bany. 

‘There is no use disguising the object of our 
visit,” said Senator Voorhees. ‘We went to 
urge upon the president-elect the appointment 
of Senator Joseph E. McBonald toa place in 
the cabinet.” 

‘What place?” 

‘‘He is good for any place, but as his name 
has been frequently mentioned for the secre- 
tarysbip of the treasury we specified that im- 
portant position.” 

“Did you receive any encouragement?” 

‘‘We expected none. | and Mr. Cobb have 
both been in public life too long to expect that 
we wouldjreceive any. However, wea fee! conli- 
dent that Mr; McDonald stands as good a show 
as anybody.” 

“Did you go at the instigation of any one!” 

‘Mr. McDonald knows nothing of oar trip. 
He makes $20,000 a year at his law practice 
and does not, I am sure, base any hopes upon 
a cabinet position. We have, however, a pe- 
tition from a score of democratic senators who 
wish his appointment. Mr. Cleveland has 
muapy difficulties to meet in making out his 
cabinet, and it is with this partly in view that 
we have come to assist him.

“Did you find Mr. Cleveland at work on his 
inaugural message ?”’ ;

“Did the president-elect drop any intima- 
tion about any other members of his cabinet?” 

“No. He is a good listener. We didn’t ask 
him to talk, but to let us talk, and he did so. 
He is a great man, filled with a consciousness 
of the responsibilities of his new office, and I 
think his administration will be the purest we 
bave ever had. Friends and foes alike will be 
weighed inthe balance when they come up 
for office. There will be no favoriteism, I am 
sure.”’

REX IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Thousands of People View the Great 
Processiun—Incidents of the Day. 


New Ornteans, February 16.—Clear and cool 
weather favored the opening of the mardi gras 
‘estivities. The arrival and reception of rex 
came off according to programme, except as 
totime. His majesty reached the city hall at 
boon, when Mayor Guillette surrendered the 
keys of the city. The procession consisted of 
injantry, detachments of marines from the 
United States flag-ship Tennessee and tho 
man-of-war Galena. The music, comedy 
and her followers on vans, 
trumpeters, heralds, bearers of the royal 
standard, the troops ot his majesty’s men-at- 
arms,and his majesty Rex, attended by the 
royal Continental Guards. The procession 
moved —— the principal streets to the 
levee at the head of Canal street, where the 
party embarked on steamers for the exposi- 
tion. When the procession reached the 
levee a salute of one hundred guns 
was fired. The flotilla, consisting of eighteen 
steamers, did not get under way until 2 p. m. 
The Richards, bearing the king and his at- 
tendants, was the first to back out, steaming 
down the river a short distance. Meantime 
the others backed out into mid stream. They 
were all crowded with people—every ayailable 
standing place, from the lower 
deck to the hurricane roof 
being occupied. Finally the royal steamer 
returned, and moved slowly up the river. As 
she passed each of the United States war ves- 
sels, the Tennessee, the Galena, the Yantic 
sndthe Alliance, which were handsomely 
decorated with flags, fired a salute of twenty- 
one guns, and manned yards. The shipping 
in the port was decorated with bunting. A 
large crowd gathered along the route of the 
procession, and on the levee to witness the 
departure of the royal fleet. 

To-night the Krewe of Proteus appeared, 
and moved through the principal streets of the 
city. The procession, consisting of eighteen 
tableaux on cars, illustrating the myths and 
worphips of China, was a very 
creditable display. The newspaper offices 
and the club reoms were illuminated, and the 
sidewalks along the route of the procession 
were lined with spectators. To-morrow the 
grand pageant of the king of the carnival will 
take place,and the ball and reception will 
follow at night. 

Thousands of faithful subjects crowded in 
the exposition grounds, and et noon the at- 
tendance exeeeded anything in the history of 
the exposition. The main tower was crowded 
with people, looking down the river to catch 
a sight of the royal fleet. Below in music 
hall and in the vestibule the jam was so great 
that Jocomotion was almost impossible. 
K nowing the vast hall could not accommodate 
one-fifth of the great crowd, many persons 
hastened to secure places before the arrival of 
the fleet.

SEEDS OF DISCONTENT. 
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Herr Most Pushing His Infamous Work of 
Anarchy in Buffalo, 

Burrato, N. Y., February 16.—Herr Most 
visited Buffalo last fall to advance the cause 
of anarchism and during his stay had secret 
consultations with people who were called to 
sec him by his extensive notoriety in that di- 
rection. Now thatthe timesare hard and 
5,000 wage workers are out of employment in 
the city, theseed he sowed is beginning to 
take root. An anarchist who is known a3 
Herr Gorsnch, bas been sent on here to carry 
onthe work, which he proposed to do by 
holding meetings of unemployed working- 
men. The first of these meetings was held at 
Lincoln hall. The work done at the 
first meeting was the selection 
of Peter Wiskesh asthe leader of a band of 
anarchists here. Herr Gorsnch laid down the 
code as “‘Agitation for the purpose of organiza- 
tion and organization for the purpose o. rebel- 
lion.” He said they sought to establish the 
equalization of property by any method— 
dynamite or murder. He has political tracts 
eddressed to “tramps, the disinherited and 
the miserable,” which teach the use of ex- 
plosives. Another advises workingmen to 
steal from capitalists. He has a large number 
of copies of French and German anarchist 
papers for distribution.

AN ENGLISH MOB 


TAKES POSSESSION OF 
STREETS OF LONDON. 


THE 


They Attack the Consultation Room ef the Cabinet 
and Demand Work—The Police Kept Busy—A 
Terrific Explosion in Gibraltar—fhe News 
From the Soudan and Tonquin, 


Loxpox, February 16.—Great excitement 
was occusioned here to-day by the riotous con- 
duct of a large number of unemployed work- 
men. Three thousand of them paraded the 
streets with banners bearing mottoes of their 
greivances. Several bands of music accom- 
panied the procession, which marched to the 
building occu pied by the local 
government board. The committee from the 
ranks entered the office and demanded relief 
for the people they represented. They wanted 
immediate employment on the construction of 
municipal works, which, they said, were 
needed for the public,good. The officials of 
the board repulsed the committee, and the 
crowd became a howling mob. The police at- 
tempted to interfere, but were soon overpow- 


ered. The mob then advanced to Downing 
street, and Ng oP in front of the officlal resi- 
dence of Mr. Gladstone. They howled and 
hissed invectives against the government. A 
cabinet council was being held at the 
time, and the mob attempted 
to force their way into the reom where 
council was sitting. The police at this point 
received reinforcements and ejected the in- 
truders. The mobthen attempted to storm 
the edmiralty and home offices, but were 
driven off and finally dispersed by the police. 
Another Account, 
The following is another account of to-day’s 
demonstration here. A deputation of work- 
men, escorted by a procession of 3,000 unem- 
ployed. laborers, accompanied by bands and 
carrying bonners, marched this aftsrnoon to 
the offices of the local government board. Ar- 
rived there the deputation entered, and de- 
manded relief for the unemployed of London, 
through the institution of public works. The 
officials in charge of the board-rooms were 
somewhat dismayed by the demonstration, 
but politely informed the deputation that no 
oficial answer to the demand could, 
at the time, be given, be- 
cause Sir Charles Dilke, president 
of the board, was away, and during his ab- 
rence nothing could be done. This response 
was received in sullen silence, and the crowd, 
which by this time had become a mob, rushed 
in a body into Downing street, despite all 
eflorts of police to prevent them, and until dis- 
persed stood howling around the official resi- 
lence of the prime minister. 
A SOCIALIST TURN TO THE DEMONSTRATION. 
At alarge meeting of unemployed workmen 
held this afternoon on the Thames embank- 
ment, resolutions were adopted demanding a 
reduction of the hours of labor of government 
workmen, and the construction of useful pub- 
lie werks to give employment to the idle. 
Mr. Hyndman, chairman of the democratic 
ederation, proposed cheers for the social revo- 
lution, which were given, and solemn speeches 
were made. The speaker insisted that the 
railway and other public companies should be 
forbidden to employ men over eight hours per 
day. One of them asserted that Jay Gould 
bed recently defeated a similar 
measure in New York state, and that he had 
his prototypes in the Gospens, Rothschilds and 
Brassigs, of this country. Some ot the police- 
men drew their staves when the crowd became 
noisy and demonstrative. The mob, when 
harged by the police, fled precipitately. Some 
stones were thrown at the police, and several 
of them were kicked during the disturbance. 
No arrests were made. 


The Dynamiters in Court, 
February 16.—When Bow street 
police court was opened this morning for the 
re-examination of Cunningham and Burton, 
on the charge of having caused the explosioa 
at the tower of London, surprise was occa- 
sioned to the public by notices conspicuously 
posted upon the court doorways, that no person 
carrying a bag would be permitted to enter the 
building. In addition to this, notice warned 
everyoue that the police would search all per- 
sons whose appearance or eonduct induced those 
officials to place them under suspicion. Before 
the proceedings were formally begun agaiast 
the prisomers, Mr. Quillan, of counsel for Uun- 
ningham, announced that Burton was sick, 
end too illto defend himself, and that Cun- 
ningham’s counsel would defend both prison- 
ers. The crown proceeded to produce 
testimony inculpating the prisoners 
in the underground railway ex- 
plosion at ‘Gower street station,on January 
2, last.

Cunningham was identified as having 
been on the train from which the explosives 
were dropped that caused the damages at 
Gewer street. He interrupted one witness thus 
identifying him by calling the witness a liar. 
Witness was not to be shaken, however, and 
testified that he had had a dispute with the 
prisoner because tle latter had prevented him 
from entering the compartment in which the 
prisoner with two friends were seated. 


A Fearful Explosion in Gibraltar, 
Lonpot, February 16.—A terrific explosion 
occurred in the powder magazine at (Gibraltar 
to-day, killing seventeen men and doing con- 
siderable damage otherwise. Eight of the 
killed were soldiers and nine civilians. The 
explosion occurred in one of the small powder 
magazines belonging to the fortifications. 
Later.—Dispatches received to-night from 
Gibraltar show that the damage by the explo- 
sion, reported this morning, was in no respect 
so serious as at first stated. Nobody was 
killed. Three engineers were seriously in- 
The explosion occurred during some 
blasting operations. 


The English Budget, 

Lonpon, February 16.—The cabinet yester- 
day considered the means to meet the credit 
for the Egyptian campaign to the amount of 
£2,500,000. Gladstone and Childers, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, opposed the suspenion of 
the sinking fund. It was finally decided 
to make a further issue of 2‘ per 
cents to the amount wanted. Childers, in his 
budget speech, will propose to meet the extra- 
ordinary war expenditure during the coming 
financial year by raising the income tax to 
eight pence for two years, in this way realizing 
£5,000,000. 

Russian War Preparations. 

Loxpoys, February 16.—Some excitement 
was created here to-day, especially in com- 
mercial and financial circles, by*the receipt of 
dispatches from Berlin announcing that the 
Russian government had ordered two thous- 
and krupp guns for the “yd ony of strengthen- 
ing its position in central Asia. The guns are 
to be of the largest patterm, and are evidently 
intended for service in fortresses of superior 
build.

Two Trains Cellide Near Chattanooga and 
Hurt an Engineer Seriously. 

CHATTANOOGA, February 16.—[Special.]—A se. 
rious collision eccurred on the East Tennessée, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad this morning about 
six miles from thisc ity. The trains wrecked wer 
the south bound passenger for Atlanta and a freight 
from Rome. The passenger train left this city at 9 
o'clock and orders to meet the freight at the tun- 
nel switch, six miles from Chattanooga. Thetrain 
was running about twenty miles an hour, 
and had pessed the meeting point 
when Engineer James Tracy saw the freight train 
dash around a sbarp curve justahead.

Talks with Farmers. 
INTERESTING CONDITION OF THE CROP OUTLOOK IN 
JONES AND MACON COUNTIES, 
Macon,February 16.—[Special.]—R. 8. Woolfork, 
of Byron, Houston county, says that farming pre- 
parations have been exceedingly backward. The 
spring oats are in doubt. Good many farmers in 
my section haye sown the Burt oat, and think 


they are killed, though we cannot tell for fouror 
five days, There are more improvements oing 
op, more shelters for stock, more fences and out. 
houses than | have ever seen at this season of the 
year. There has been some plowing for cotton, 
and there sre more two-horse plows being used 
then I hayeever known. One of my neighbors, 
Frank Gunn, bas commenced using one. Ife has 
pever done £0 before, He believes 
in breaking up ground that way after 
tiying other methods. The farmers are going to 
reduce cotton and plant more groundpeas, field 
peas, grass ard grain. 1am planting the biggest 
portion of my Jand in grain. ern trying to in:ro- 
duce the Spanish pea. It isa pea that grows ina 
square bunch. You can plant two crops each vear 
and there will be neither faults nor pops in them. 
you cén plant them after oats and wheat, aud 
makeacrop. Onegrceat thing about them is that 
they are easy to gather, and are short in maturing. 
They are planted in three feet rows, in March or 
June,cighteen or twenty inches apart. The only 
trouble is that they have to be 
gathered so eariy they weigh heavy. I sent some 
to Atlanta, and they objected to them on account 
of their weight. They were supposed to be sand- 
cd, butItell yon they were the pure pea. My 
neighbors are using them freely, and are well 
pleased. 

The farmers in this section all want to improve 
their stock, and are now corresponding with sever- 
al breeders for this purpose. We have the stock 
law. I think the people have been forced to raise 
something to feed good stock. They are becoming 
reconciled in my district, the fifth, which was a 
hot bed of opposition. Now they like it, and 
think it will eventually do the county great good. 

_Mr. Woolfork is a graduate of the State univer- 
tity, class j187], taking the degree of civil engin- 
éecr. He hes chosen farming as his profession, and 
is making a marked success. He has in cultiva- 
_tion over eight hundred acres. 

J. F. Lowe lives five miles of Montezuma, in 
Macon county, and cultivates about four hundred 
acres. He plants oats, corn and cotton,and makes 
his compost at home and uses it extensively for 
cotton and corn. In somesections on light land 
he uses kainit, and finds it prevents rust to a great 
extent. The cotton production of his section will 
be less this year § than usual, The 
farmers are going to increase their grain 
yield. He thinks he can raise cotton at eigh! 
cents aml corn at twenty-five cents a bushel in the 
(Tib. The past two years have been unfavorable 
to his section, but the farmers are going to re- 
double their efforts and goin for a big crop this 
year, The county has a stock law in his section, 
the east side of Fiint river. It is satisfying the 
people generally and they are improving their 
stock. There seems to be much inyuiry for 
blooded animals, There are but few sheep in the 
section, and a dog law is needed here. It is 
aimost impossible to raise them. The October 
osts are looking well. Everybody has a 
good stand. The late cropis not looking so well, 
Very little wheat has been sown. ; 

Mr. Iverson L. Harris, of Jones county, lives on 
the middle road, half way between Clinton and 
Macon. He says the farmers in his section are 
quite busy sowing oats, making fencesand break- 
ing upstubblejand. The fall oat stand és good. 
They are buying a number of young mules, and 
are making preparations for a big crop. The 
weather bas been bad and up to this time they 
bave done very little. Much more oats have been 


town in the settlement this year than formerly. 


The people are opening their eyes to the fact that 
Mepad must plant more grain and live moreat 
iome.
